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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US Pub. No.: US 
2001/0030203 Al to Weber. 

Weber shows a dispensing container as seen in Figs. 1-6, a body 12 with a stub 22 on top, 
where a draw device 28 is threaded and with a tampered to the center close bottom wall 30, a 
dimple 32 formed on the bottom wall, the tampered bottom walls and dimple are designed to 
retain and guide the liquid in the body to the inlet of a draw tube 34, the draw tube end that 
extends into the dimple has an slanted end, see Fig. 3, a seat 42 attached by protrusion 36 and 
cutout 54 to the closed bottom of the body for perpendicular standing of the body on a 
supporting surface.
